Line in Jack — lets you connect it 
with an optional CD or tape player, so 
you can sing along with your favorite 
music. 

Echo Effect — adds echo to your 
voice as you sing or speak. 

Main, Mic, and Line in Voiume Con- 
trois — let you raise or lower the vol- 
ume from the amplifier, microphone, 
and the optional audio source. 


INSTALLING 

BATTERIES 

The Sing ’n’ Jam requires five C bat- 
teries (not supplied). For the best per- 
formance, we recommend Ra- 
dioShack alkaline batteries. 


Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the re- 
quired size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries 
or different types of batteries. 

Follow these steps to install batteries. 

1 . Use a screwdriver to loosen the 
screws in the battery compart- 
ment cover, then lift up the cover. 



2. Place the batteries in the compart- 
ment, as indicated by the polarity 
symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

3. Close the cover and tighten the 
screws. 

When the sound weakens, replace the 
batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
Sing ’n’ Jam for a long time, remove 
the batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can destroy electronic 
parts.

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INSTALLING THE PLAYING THE SING 'n' 

MICROPHONE STAND JAM 


The microphone stand’s 
base is attached to the 
Sing ‘n’ Jam for shipping. 
Remove the base from the 
Sing ‘n’ Jam and attach it 
to the microphone stand, 
then extend the stand to 
the desired height. Re- 
move the base and siide 
the microphone stand into 
the stand hoider to store it. 




CONNECTING THE 
MICROPHONE 


Note: To use the Sing ’n’ Jam as a 
karaoke system, you can connect an 
optionai CD or tape piayer using an au- 
dio patch cord (not suppiied) with a Va- 
inch (3.5-mm) piug. Your iocai Ra- 
dioShack store has a wide seiection of 
cords. 

1 . If you want to connect an optionai 
audio source, insert one end of a 
patch cord’s Vs-inch (3.5-mm) piug 
to the Sing ’n’ Jam’s LINE IN jack 
and connect the other end of the 
cord to a headphone or LINE OUT 
jack on the audio source. 


1. Insert the microphone’s Y-adapter 
piugs into the Sing ’n’ Jam’s MIC 
jacks, biack piug to biack jack and 
yeiiow piug to yeiiow jack. 




Note: The microphone oniy fits in 
the hoider one way. Do not force it! 



2. To turn on the Sing ’n’ Jam, rotate 
the main voiume controi ciockwise 
untii it ciicks. The power indicator 
iights. 



3. Adjust the main voiume controi 
(and LINE IN VOL., if you connected 
an optionai audio source) to a com- 
fortabie ievei.

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4. Slide ON/OFF on the microphone to 

ON. 



5. Rotate MIC VOL. to the desired lev- 
el. 

6. Sing or speak into the microphone, 
or press any sound effect button on 
the microphone. The Sing ’n’ Jam 
automatically adds echo to the 
sound and the two red lights on the 
top of the amplifier flash. 

7. To turn off the Sing ’n’ Jam, rotate 
the main volume control counter- 
clockwise until it clicks. The power 
indicator goes out. Then slide ON/ 
OFF on the microphone to OFF. 


CARE 

To enjoy your Sing ’n’ Jam for a long 
time: 

• Keep the Sing ’n’ Jam dry. If it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the Sing ’n’ Jam only 
in normal temperature environ- 
ments. 

• Handle the Sing ’n’ Jam gently and 
carefully. Don’t drop it. 

• Keep the Sing ’n’ Jam away from 
dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the Sing ’n’ Jam with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new.
